SLED KILLING DRIVER, W. H. McBURNEY 


Driver Thot To Have Been 
In Stupor When Team Left 
Road And Started UpTrack

Tragedy Occurred Near Pleasant Mrs. J. D. Luse 


Valley Last Evening—McBurney 
Had Taken Friend Home—Was

W. H. McBurney, miner, residing on the J. D. Lower farm m Jackson 


township and pe-haps 40 years of age, was instantly killed last even'ng near 


Pleasant Valley when struck by a south-bound Wheeling and 
Lake 
Erie 


passenger train. 


McBurney had been driving a team of horses attached to a farm sled. 


Tracks in the snow indicated that he attempted to taks a short cut from the 
Pleasant Valley road across by way of Clowville to Randies Bridge. 
It is 


thot he fell in a stupor and the horses started north on a road beside the 
tracks. When at the Pleasant Valley crossing the horses had left the road 


and started towards Coshocton betweer the tracks. 
About 150 or 200 yards 


from the crossing and near the P. C. Shipps' home they were struck by the 


passenger train. 


WAS KILLED INSTANTLY 


Horses and driver were instantly killed. 
McBurney was tossed to one 


side, his skull fractured in two olsces and both bones in the right forearm 
also broken. The horses were thrown, one to each side of the track. 


The train was stopped almost im mediately and crew members placed 


McBurney's body aboard the train and brot it to the hill station where Rus- 
sell Hanlon took charge of the remains.
